Japan Moves 
Towards Destiny. | 
The storm center of world affairs 
has moved over from Abyssinia and 
Italy to the Far East, where Japanese 
policy is causing anxiety to the Brit- 
, American, Chinese arid Russian 
governments. Tension has increased 
greatly in the past weeks. The Chi- 
nese government has instructed the 
Chinese ambassador in Tokio to make 
vigorous protest to Japan .against the 
decision of the Japanese government 
to increase its forces in North China 
from 1,500. to 10,000 men. North Chi- 
na is already under virtual Japanese 
control, although the nominal] sov- 


? 


has been retained. 

The réason given by the Japanese 
war office for this move is the neces- 
sity to guard against “communist” 
and “anti-Japanese’ activities.. The 
Chinese government has also protested 
to Japan against the spread of smug- 
gling, into North China, which has 
caused serious loss to Chinese reve- 
nues. In London the loss is giving 
serious concern to the British govern- 
ment says Reuter’s diplomatic corre- 
spondent.: — 

To avert the menace to the Chinese 
foreign loan service,’ which is secured 
on this revenue, consultations are now 
taking place between Britain and other 
interested powers, notably the U. S. A. 
and Germany. 

A joint protest to Japan is a pos- 
sible development, in view of the fact 
that representatiouns from Britain 
alone have so far proved ineffective. 
Meanwhile, the tension of the Siberi- 
an-Manchukuoan border has been in- 
creased by another skirmish between 
soviet and Japanese frontier guards. 
According to Moscow’s version of the 
ineident, a party of bout 25 Japanese 
opened fire ona Russian patrol which 
was a mile within the soviet border. 
The Russians, who numbered only 
five, are stated to have withdrawn 
without retaliation. Nor have re- 
lations between Tokio and Moscow 
been sweetened by the reeent outburst 
in the Japanese diet by. the minister 
for war, General Terauchi. The 
minister is stated to have made a 
violent attack upon the soviets and to 
have declared that Russian arma- 
ments in the Far East are a direct 
threat to Japan, whose main cities 
are within range of the Russian bomb- 
ing fleet concentrated at Siberia. 


' Another development which inter- 
ests Britain and the U. S. A. is the 
announcement by Mr¢g Arita, Japanese 
foreign minister, that Japan will nev- 
er relinquish her hold over the strate- 
gically important South Pacific islands 
originally handed’ over to her as a 


League mandate by the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. The terms of this mandate 
forbid these islands, formerly German 
possessions, to be fortified as naval or 
air bases. ‘There have been recurrent 
reports—denied by Japan—that ‘this 
prohibition has been ignored. Never- 
theless, the Japanese papers now re- 
port that. a high naval officer is to 
be appointed governor general of For- 
mosa with full powers over the islands.

HEALTH TALKS] Hollywood Today

The British minister of transport, 
Mr. Hore-Belisha, replying to a de- 
bate in parliament of the “subintoxi- 
cated driver,” pointed out that traf- 
fic congestion is greater in England 
than in any other country.

The driver who comes weaving 
through heavy traffic, cutting in and 
menacing now this car on the right, 
now that one on the left, is usually 
driviag under the influence of a few 
drinks. Subintoxication is the explana- 
tion for most of the discourtesies in 
automobile driving. A little drink or 
two dissolves the veneer of good breed- 
ing or refinement for the time being. 

Intoxication or drunkenness in the 
legal sense of the term is a somewhat 
nebulous condition, since the law i# 
so coy and vague about defining it. 
But this “subintoxication”- alibi 1s 
broad enough to cover most contingen- 
cies, so drink, rats, drink and drive’ 
and show your true character.

Byrns’ passing very much.” 

Except for a case of illness, Byrns 
might not hav: reached the speaker- 
ship. In 1930 he announced his can- 
didacy for the democratic nomination 
for United States senator and laid 
plans for a state-wide campaign. But 
after he had made one speech illness 
forced his withdrawal from the race. 
Instead he sought, and won, renomi- 
nation to the house. 


The “Hermitage district” which thus 
renewed its faith in Byrns, got this 
name from the fact that it contains 
the homestead of Andrew Jackson. 
Officially it is the sixth Tennessee dis- 
trict, embracing five counties with 
Nashville as the center, in the north 
central section of the state. It was 
primarily Byrns territory and there 
were more people in it who called him 
“Joe” than there were who addressed 
him as ‘Mister Byrns.” 


Probably one reason was that Byrns 
had a reputation for making good on 
his campaign promises. The story is 
told that in his first campaign he 
promised a crowd at Dover, in Stew- 
art county, that he would get an ap- 
propriation for a lock and dam on the 
river at that point. Friends warned 
him he had promised the impossible, 
that others had failed to put the proj- 
ect through the national house, but 
Byrns reiterated his promise and in 
his first term maneuvered the appro- 
priation through congress. 

Becomes Treasury “Watch Dog.” 

With a flair for “talking out” dif- 
ferences with opponents, coupled with 
his steadily mounting seniority, Byrns’ 
influence in the national house grew 
through the years. He gained a repu- 
tation of being a “watch dog of the 
treasury,” counted himself a_ liberal 
and, on occasions, followed his own 
convictions rather than the party pro- 
gram. But he was enough of a regu- 
lar to put aside his personal predi- 
lections as a “dry” and, in 1932, ac- 
cept the democratic decision to work 
for repeal of the 18th amendment. 

In 1931 he was chairman of the 
special economy committee of the 
house and also served on the demo- 
cratic joint policy committee of the 
house and senate. He helped write 
the national budget law and once 
sponsored a bill combining the war 
and navy departments into a depart- 
ment of defense, explajning it would 
save $100,000,000 yearly. 

The economic crash in the waning 
months of the Hoover administration 
and its resultant backlash in politics 
served to thrust Byrns further into 
the limelight as one of the “key men” 
in the recovery program of President 
Franklin Roosevelt. 

“T supported the President fn all of 
his recovery measures without a sin- 
gle exception and, as majority leader, 
was in charge of maneuvering those 
bills on the floor of the house,” he 
safd pridefully at the close of the 
seventy-third congress. His loyalty 
to the White House led him to sup- 
port the executive’s opposition to cash 
payment of the bonus to World War

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veterans and to warn the bi-partisan 
majority which voted for it, that they 
were jeopardizing the whole recovery 
program. 

Strategy Saves Recovery Bills. 

Defeat of an attempted republican 
filibuster in the closing days of the 
busy 1934 session was regarded by 
Byrns as one of his greatest single 
feats. The maneuver would have 
blocked action on several measures 
which the administration considered 
essential. 


Byrns’ tactics in this emergency 
showed his talent as a strategist. He 
quietly laid his plans with democratic 
members of the rules committee and 
the republicans discovered the situa- 
tion only after all arrangements for 
the Byrns coup had been perfected. 

The plan was to amend the rules 
so that Byrns, as floor leader, could 
move for a recess instead of an ad- 
journment at the end of each legisla- 
tive day. This would make the rec- 
ord show each succeeding day’s meet- 
ing as a continuation of the preceding 
day’s session, keeping the first day’s 
program before the house. 

Despite republican 


pleas, this 


‘amendment went through. The Ten- 


nessean also was empowered to move 
for a suspension of all rules by a ma- 
jority vote. 

“The republicans called this dicta- 
torial,’ said Byrns, “but it choked 
their filibuster to death and we got 
all our bills through the house.” 

While he was floor leader Byrns 
followed the policy of having admin- 
istration bills introduced by the chair- 
man of the eommittee which consid- 
ered them. Consequently his name ap- 
peared as sponsor of only one of the 
Roosevelt relief measures, the bill set- 
ting up the civilian conservation corps. 
He offered this one because the chair- 
man of the labor committee chose not 
to introduce it. 

Unanimous Choice for Speaker. 

Byrns went before the house a 
candidate for the speakership on Jan- 
uary 3, 1935, backed by the unani- 
mous indorsement of the democratic 
caucus. The party held 322 seats, the 
republicans 102, farmer-labor 3, pro- 
gressives 7 and there was one va- 
eancy. ‘The formal ballot recorded 316 
votes for Byrns. Addressing the house 
the new speaker said: 

“T gubscribe to the platform and 
principles of my party and shall en- 
deavor, so far as I properly can, to 
assist in the enactment of legislation 
in accordance with those policies. 

“But I have been in a minority too 
and understand its problems. While I 
shall help the majority to carry out 
its plans, I shall be equally insistent 
upon preserving the rights of the 
minority to debate and record its po- 
sition on all public questions.”

They decided to obtain spe- 
cific information and present their 
plea to Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace. 

Cotton buyers said yesterday that 
the record dry spell in the southeast 
might accomplish what formal crop 
curtailment programs had failed to do 
—create normal trade channels for 
approximately three and a half million 
bales now held by the government. 

That is the average annual produc- 
tion of the four states hardest hit by 
the drouth—Georgia, Alabama and the 
Carolinas. 

“No Rain in Sight.” 

Weary-eyed farmers hoped yesterday 
that rains would come soon to restore 
life to their dusty fields, while Chief 
Forecaster George W. Mindling, of 
the Atlanta Weather Bureau, merely 
repeated his daily forecast: 

“There is still no rain in sight.’

In the area the crops of cotton, 
corn, pastures, potatoes and other veg- 
etables is “exceptionally poor.” The 
cotton stand in some central coun- 
ties was reported less than 25 per 
cent. Farm work has been brought 
practically to a standstill. 

Crop damage was estimated at $30,- 
000,000 in Tennessee by the Univer- 
sity of Tennessee extension service. 

“If the spring drouth continues 
through the summer, indications point 
to the shortest crop year on record 
in Tennessee,” said J. F. McLeod, chief 
of the farm management section of 
the university’s extension service. 


North Carolina Hit. 


W. A. Graham, North Carolina com- 
missioner of agricu!ture, said there is 
“practically no hope for normal crops 
in North Carolina this year on -ac- 
count of the drouth,” 

The Alabama Polytechnic Institute 
extension service said east Alabama 
faced major losses in all crops.

crucial events in our nation’s his- 
tory.” 

He said the time allowed him was 
too short to enter upon an extended 
discussion of Davis’ life and char- 
acter, but that for those who de 
sired to be fair, whether from the 
north or the south, it was sufficient 
to state his great ability, the purity 
of his purposes and the nobility of 
his mind and heart, to stamp him a 
great man.

Ten-Cent Bill Yopp, Ex-Slave, Dies 
At Contederate Soldiers’ Home 


Ten-Cent Bill Yopp, one of the most 
famous former-slave negroes of the 
south and the man who “lobbied” the 
passage of the spending money pension 
for Confederate veterans, died yester- 
day at the Confederate Soldiers’ Home 
at the age of 87. 

Ten-cent Bill Yopp won his name 
by his habit of charging 10 cents for 
any job assigned to him, whether large 
or small, after the war when he had 
been given his freedom. 

A great deal of the money he 
earned, however, was returned for pro- 
viding Christmas presents for the res- 
idents of the Soldiers’ Home and in 
recognition of his devotion and gen- 
erosity Ten-cent Bill was presented 
by the Confederate veterans with a 
gold medal in March of 1920. It was 
in that same year that the trustees of 
the home, in recognition of his services 
and with the approval of the veterans, 


awarded him a lifetime home at the! 


Soldiers’ Home.

TO CONFEREES TODAY 


Senate Rider on Florida 
Canal Faces Stiff Oppo- 
sition in House. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—(?)— 
Abandoning their threat. to force 
through a special rule, house demo- 
cratic leaders today engineered the 
$2,430,829,000 relief-deficiency bill into 
conference with the senate and thus 
brought it ‘a step nearer final enact- 


ment. 

House conferees, headed by Chair- 
man Buchanan, democrat, Texas, of 
the appropriations committee, met im- 
mediately to study the many senate 
amendments upon which an agreement 
must be reached before the measure— 
one of two that must be passed before 
adjournment—can be sent to the 
White House. Conferees were ex- 
pected to meet for the first time to-| 


morrow. 
Major Objection. 

Some house objections to the bill 
apparently centered on $57,600,000 of 
reclamation projects. Buchanan told 
the rules committee this morning that 
tHe reclamation projects would not be 
left in the meature or in the- interior 
department supply bill. 

It was republican insistence that 
the house take no chances on the 
propects being retained in conference 
that yesterday held up the measure 
carrying, among other things, $1,425,- 
000,000 for relief, and threatened to 
delay its progress until tomorrow. 
Buchanan wanted to give house con- 
ferees a free hand despite a house 
rule against conference acceptance 
of changes of a legislative character. 

It was not until after the rules 
committe had granted a rule which the 
leaders had planned to force through 
today that the republicans agreed to 
Buchanan’s proposal on condition he 
bring two of the senate amendments 
back for a separate house vote after 
the conference.

Here Is River Improvement 
That Pays for Itself, . 


He Avers. 


CLEVELAND, June 3.—(#)—Da- 
vid E. Lilienthal, director of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, said today 
the “cost. of improvement of. the Ten- 
nessee river” in the TVA. development 
“is already on its way back to the 
federal treasury.” 

Speaking before the Advertising 
Club, he said the figures show that 
this summer, when two new TVA 
dams are completed, there will still 
be a shortage of dependable power 
capacity in’ the southeast, and ‘the 
TVA power will therefore find a ready 
market. 

“This is good news to the federal 
taxpayer, for it means.that whereas 
most river improvement expenditures 
through the country are never repaid, 
the cost of improvement of the Ten- 
nessee river is already on its way 
back to the federal treasury.”’ 

He said that in the past year “the 
Muscle Shoals plant has far exceeded 
all previous records in the amount of 
power produced and sold. 

“Most of this power was sold to 
a private utility. Over $1,000, 
power was produced and utilized ce 
the beginning of the current fiscal 
year, and in the coming year a con- 
servative estimates indicates revenues 
of $2,000,000.” 


DECREASE 1S REPORTED 
NV WORK FOR RELEF 


Total: of 3,853,074 Jobs Is 
Reduced to 3,449,146, 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—(P)— 
Disclosing that all kinds of work re- 
lief employment had dropped from a 
peak of 3,853,074 on February 29 to 
3,449,146 on May 16, Harry L. Hop- 
kins said today all staffs were shar- 
ing in. the curtailment of WPA jobs.

“Suppose I have two pieces of ma- 
terial that I want to join, Nancy, and 
suppose that I do not want to seam 
them. Is there any way of making 
the joining decorative?’ 

This question was put to Nancy so 

many times that she decided to make 

a sampler of sorts of insertion stitch -s. 

She has put four of them in the new- 

est direction sheet which you may ob- 

_ by following the directions given 
low. 


Poe : ; 
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The first stitch is the always pop- 
ular, perhaps because it is effective 
and easy to make, fagoting stitch. 
The drawing on the direction sheet 
shows the way to hold the thread and 
needle and the direction in which to 
work. 

The second stitch is called Chained 
Feather stitch. By following these 
directions and studying the drawing on 
the direction sheet at the same time 
you will be able to make this stitch. 
It is a nice one to use on children’s

dresses where you are using rows of 
bias tape for a collar. It may be 
used to put two pieces together for a 
pillow top or bedspread, although the 
next stitch, the Loop Stitch, is per- 
haps better since it is more firmly 
anchored to the lengths. 

The last stitch shown, the Knotted 
Insertion stitch is another sturdy one 
that looks more complicated than it 
is. Here are the directions. First, 
the Chained Feather: 

Pass needle from back to front on 
the edge, make a small chain stitch 
over the edge, then carry the thread 
diagonally across to other edge. in- 
serting needle from back to front, 
making small chain stitch on edge, 
and so on. 

The Loop Stitch consists of three 
or more blanket stitches made on one 
edge. Then thread is carried over 
diagonally to other edge and another 
clump is made. Keep thread to left 
of needle in going to left, and to right 
of needle in going to right. For the 
Knotted Insertion stitch do this—pass 
needle from front to back of edge 
of goods, going through the good, have 
thread at right of needle and make 
buttonhole stitch over the two threads 
close fabric edge. Repeat. In making 
all of' this work, the two pieces of 
material are basted on paper or stiff 
goods so that the space between two 
edges to be joined is parallel and 
equal to space to be covered by join- 
ing or insertion stitches.

MRS. MINNIE

Years ago, a little girl in grammar 
school seriously looked at her math 
teacher and stated ‘“‘There’s not a bit 
of use in my studying arithmetic. I’m 
going to be a writer, anyway.” Al- 
though it was not realized at the time, 
the statement was absolutely true, and 
the little girl is none other than Mrs. 
Minnie Hite Moody, whose _ book, 
“Death Is a Little Man,” was released 
last week. 

Mrs. Moody’s career was more or 
less forced upon her, for though she 
had never particularly desired to 
write, it seemed the easiest thing for 
her to do. In grammar school she 
wrote a large part of the themes, 
which were handed in by members of 
the class, in return for their assist- 
ance in doing her arithmetic home 
work. She admits that, perhaps, she 
should have worked harder on the 
math herself, for often she needs her 
hueband’s assistance in arranging mon- 
etary matters. 

The title of her book, “Death Is a 


| Little Man,” which has aroused quite 


a bit of curiosity in the minds of 
those interested in the book, was sug- 
gested by the song of old Lucy, a 
darkey, who served her family at one 
time. Lucy’s oft-sung song was one 
familiar to many negroes and an espe- 
cial favorite of the race. The name 
of it is “Lord, Remember Me,” and 
ome of the verses stuck in Mrs. 
Moody’s mind from early childhood. It 
was: 

‘Oh Deat’ he is a little man 

And he goes from do’ to do’; 

He kill some souls and he wounded some 
And he lef’ some souls to pray.’’ 


Mrs. Moody’s husband, W. O. 
Moody,.was born in Central Africa, 
where his parents were widely known 
missionaries, and his wife always has 
been interested in research work con- 
cerning the connection of south- 
ern negro dialect and the _ Afri- 
can Bantu language. She con- 
fessed that she has always hated 
books written in dialect, but the 
central theme of her new book just 
“hit her,” and she simply had to write 
it. “There was no way of getting 
around it,” she said, so the book 
which she had already written men- 
tally, was put upon paper in the 
short space of 62 days. The formu- 
lation of the idea had simmered in 
her mind for 10 or 15 years. 

The author’s home is tastefully fur- 
nished for comfort, and desks, books, 
and all the things which go hand in 
hand with writing ability are in evi- 
dence, especially in her study. But 
her personality and charm completely 
overshadow the appointments of her 
residence. She has a wide and ready 
sense of humor, and is possessed of 
the gracious and rare ability of put- 
ting visitors completely at their ease,

She has two charming daughters, both 
of whom are enrolled at Girls’ High 
school, and she devotes a large part 
of her time to them. 

Aside from writing and her home 
life, one of her chief hobbies is golf. 
“T’ve been so busy lately, though,” 
she declared, “that I’ve practically 
had to give up everything except my 
work.” When asked what score she 
usually makes, she laughed and an- 
swered quite emphatically “You're not 
going to put that in the paper” In- 
cidentally, one of her popular stories, 
which appeared in the Vanity Fair 
magazine, was written with’ East 
Lake Golf Course providing the set- 
ting. It was entitled “Nightshade,” 
and won quite a bit of attention. 


Aside from her first novel with the 
middle west for a setting, Mrs. Moody 
has written many short stories and ar- 
ticles. One of the stories, “College 
Widow,” which appeared in Vanity 
Fair, won the first prize awarded by 
the American Pen Women for the 
best short short story of the year. 

Strange to relate, Mrs. Moody col- 
lects mule shoes, and carries them in 
her manuscript portfolio. Incidentally, 
mule shoes are much smaller than 
horse shoes and are diffeernt in shape. 
She has found four since her arrival 
in Atlanta, and laughingly states that 
all she needs now is the mule. It 
amuses her for people carrying the bag 
to think that the mule-shoe-laden 
manuscript is “heavy literature.” 

Her book, “Death Is a Little Man,” 
has Atlanta for a setting, the charac- 
ters are drawn from Atlanta negroes, 
and Mrs. Moody is proud of the fact 
that she is an Atlanta woman.  Bur- 
ton Rascoe acclaims the books as “a 
distinguished piece of work ;” Dorothy 
Canfield Fisher approves it as a 
“sound, touehing, and true-interpreta. 
tion of negro life and temperament ;” 
and William Rose Benet says that 
Mrs Moody has written “an entirely 
authentic story, which I found both 
dramatic and moving.” It is natural! 
that the book should have an atmos- 
phere of its own, when one considers 
the graciousness and personality of the 
author.

THE WHITE HOUSE, WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—We are all deeply 
grieved over the death of a young cousin who roomed with our boy, 
Franklin Jr.,‘in his first years at college, and who then went off to the 
Argentine. That anyone so young should be so unhappy is sad, and one 
can only hope that an all-wise Providence may understand the sorrows 
of a youthful heart.

Talbot’s report was made at al- 
most the same time as that of Da- 
guerre. His method was a different 
one. pictures @ taken on paper, 
not on metal poo and they were 
the “reverse” of objects photographed. 
By oiling or waxing the paper, Talbot 
made “prints” from the “negative” 
pictures, and the prints were fairly 
good, The plan used by Talbot was 
more like that of today than the Da- 
guerreotype meth«Z 

Many.other men were pioneers in 
the new art. Professor Petzval, of 
Vienna, Austria, invented a double 
lens for making portraits. By the use 
of this lens and of “wet plates” it 
became possible to take a picture in a 
few seconds. 

As time went on, ways were found 
to make large prints from small nega- 
tives. Among the famous enlarged 
ogg, which have been made 
s.a “panoramic view” of the Bay of 
Naples.

“Up rose old Barbara Frietchie, then, 

Bowed with her fourscore years and 
ten ; 

Bravest of all in Frederick town, 

She ser up the flag the men haul 
own.” 


So runs Whittier’s ballad, accord- 
ing to whose lines this ancient dame 
of Frederick, Md., set the Union flag 
in her window sill in defiance of the 
army of Stonewall Jackson, who after 
having it shot down threatened with 
a dog's death any one of his soldiers 
who would dare to touch a hair of the 
loyal old lady’s “gray head.” 

Although every American school- 
boy of a generation ago believed in 
Barbara Frietchie as implicity as he 
believed in George Washington, sev- 
eral authorities now aver that while 
such a person did really exist at Fred- 
erick town during the Civil War, tra- 
dition gave tu her—as it did to Betsy 
Ross—honor and glory that she did 
not deserve. And as a result of this 
challenge a spirited controversy was 
waged by the press.

tive of the latter, Mrs. Southworth’s 
vivid imagination saw in it prob- 
abilities of a throbbing story and she 
passed it along to Whittier in a let- 
ter. 

Research proves that one Barbara 
Hauer, daughter of a German im- 
migrant to Pennsylvania, was born 
in Lancaster,’ Pa., December 3, 1766, 
and later moved, with her family, to 
Frederick. On May 6, 1806, when 
nearly 40 years of age, she married 
John Caspar Frietchie, 14 years her 
junior, the son of a tory who had, 
by the laws of Maryland, been “hung, 
drawn and quartered.”

Barbara Frietchie, not having any 
children of her own, reared her broth- 
er-in-law and sister-in-law. Her hus- 
band, after serving as a prosperous 
glovemaker, died November 10, 1849, 
when he was in his 70th year and 
his widow in her 84th year. She 
survived him 13 years, dying on De- 
cember 18, 1862, aged 96. al- 
leged flag episode had occurred only 
three months previously. 

According to her obituary, publish- 
ed in a Frederick paper at the time 
of her funeral, the real Barbara 
Frietchie had removed to that town 
when a child and had remembered 
the signing of the Declaration of In- 
deendence as well as the scenes of the 
Revolution and the War of 1812. 

“To one thus strangely identified 
with the origin and growth of the 
republic, loyalty necessarily became 
a deep-seated sentiment,” this obit- 
uary went on to relate, “and when 
the rebels were expelled from this 
city on the memorable 12th of Sep- 
tember, this venerable lady, as a last 
act of devotion, stood at her front 
door and waved the glorious Star- 
Spangled Banner in token of welcome 
to our deliverers.” 

According to one Engelbrecht, a 
unionist, who became mayor. of 
Frederick, the incident described by 
the Quaker poet never took place. 
He lived directly across the street 
from the Frietchie cottage and from 
his window saw Jackson’s army pass. 
There is also a published denial of 
the story by Samuel Tyler, a lawyer, 
who wrote the biography of Justice 
Taney. Various other authors have 
published denials based upon informa- 
tion alleged to have been obtained 
from Barbara Frietchie’s family and 
neighbors. 

The Real Heroine. 

An unnamed member of Jackson's 
staff, residing at Hagerstown, has 
been quoted as repudiating the al- 
leged circumstance. ie. ; 

According to one participant in the 
controversy, the real heroine of 
Frederick’s flag incident was a Mrs. 
Quantrell, who later lived in Wash- 
ington. The widow of ‘Stonewall’ 
Jackson, in her memoirs of the gen- 
eral, denies that there was any foun- 
dation gor the ballad. 

Before his death Whittier, refer-
